I came with is called Y.F.U. (Youth for Understanding) and about 370 students came from Japan to the U.S.A. 

Now I’m staying with a nice family in Reston. They make me feel at home, so I’m having a good time with them. When I 
arrived in Virginia, I could not speak English very well. The only words I could speak were “hello”, “yes”, “no”, “I don’t 
understand”, etc. Even though I had studied English for five years the Americans were speaking quickly and using 
unfamiliar slang. So | started playing music and joined the wrestling team. They helped me make friends and learn 
English. 

The reasons why I came here are learn- 
ing English and American cultures. 
Japanese cultures are very different from 
American. The high school system is dif- 
ferent too. In Japan, we don’t use school 
buses and we are not allowed to drive to 
school (because we have good transporta- 
tion systems). The school year begins in 
April and ends in March. We have to go to 
school on Saturdays too. The students sit 
in the same class and the teachers come 
to our class every period. We don’t have so 
many choices of classes as in Herdon.

The students are less formal than 
Japanese and more comfortable for for- 
eign exchange students. | feel this high 
school has much more freedom.
